Youngest Man Who Has Bsen Inaugu- 


rated as the Chief Executive of 


the United States, Up toa 


This Time. 


In the discussion of available candi- 


dates for the presidency of the United 
States there is usually a good deal 
said about age. The oldest of the 
presidents was William Henry Harri- 
son. When he was inaugurated, In 
1841, he was sixty-eight years old, hav- 
ing been born February 9, 1773, at 
Berkeley, Charles City county, Va. He 
died, of bilious pleurisy in Washington 
April 4, 1841, just one month after his 
Inauguration, and was buried at North 
Bend, Hamilton county, O., that hav- 
ing been his home. 


James 
Buchanan was 
sixty-five 


years old when inaugurated and he 
died at the age of seventy-seven, June 
1, 1868. 


Zachary Taylor was sixty-four years 


old when inaugurated, and he died 
July 9, 1850, of bilious fever, at Wash- 
ington, after a White House term of 
one year, four months and five days. 
He was sixty-five years old. 


John Adams was sixty-one when in- 


stalled as president and died at the 
age of ninety. Andrew Jackson was 
sixty-one at inauguration and lived 
until his seventy-eighth year. 


James Monroe was among the "old" 


presidents, being fifty-eight at the 
time of his inauguration. 


George Washington was not among 


the "young" presidents, being fifty- 
seven years old when inaugurated. 
Jefferson, Madison and John Quincy 
Adams were of that age when in- 
augurated. 


Dropping below the figures fifty- 


seven, one finds that the inauguration 
ages of the presidents were: Johnson, 
fifty-six; Wilson, fifty-six; Benjamin 
Harrison, fifty-five; Van Buren, fifty- 
four; Hayes, fifty-four; McKinley, fif- 
flfty-four; McKinley, fifty-four; Lln- 
ty-four; Lincoln, fifty-two; Tyler, fifty- 
one; Taft, fifty-one; Fillmore, fifty; 
Arthur, fifty. 


Roosevelt was the "youth" among 


the presidents, being inaugurated at 
the age of forty-two. Grant was forty- 
six, Cleveland was forty-seven, Pierce 
was forty-eight and Garfield and Polk 
were forty-nine. 


Of the ex-presidents 
who have 


passed away, John Adams lived to the 
greatest age, ninety. Madison died at 
the age of eighty-five, Jefferson at 
eighty-three, John Quincy Adams at 
eighty, Van Buren at seventy-nine, 
Jackson at seventy-eight, Buchanan at 
seventy-seven, Fillmore at seventy- 
four, Cleveland at seventy-one and 
Hayes at seventy.

BIDS DEFIANCE TO BURGLARS 


Device That Makes Open Window 


Prortf Against Any Further At- 


tempt to Make an Entrance. 


To make an open window proof 


against further opening by intruders 
Is the object of a little device that has 
Just been put upon the market. 
It 


consists of two pieces of metal sliding 
on each other and moved by a right 
and left screw; the ends of the pieces 
of metal are bent over at right angles 
and the bent-over part is covered with 
sharp points. 


The lower sash of a window is 


raised a few Inches and this apparatus 
is put on top of it, the broad flange 
pressing agaiimt the inside of the win- 
dow casing, the narrow flange against 
the upper sash. In most windows this

don and Paris if the Steinmetz plan is 
adopted in its entirety. The balloons 
will be held by a fine -but strong wire, 
weighing but four pounds to the mile, 
and having a tensile strength of 120 
pounds. The wires will be controlled 
by windlasses. The raiding airships, 
sighted by a lookout, will be permit- 
ted to come almost within range of the 
hydrogen balloons. Then, when too 
late for the Zeppelins to turn back, 
scores and hundreds of the bomb car- 
rying balloons will be released. As 
the Zeppelins are 900 feet long, they 
would have a hard time in escaping 
one or more of the bombs. 


Each bomb is surrounded by a ring 


of hair triggers and the slightest touch 
will cause an explosion which would 
undoubtedly ignite the gas in the Zep- 
pelin. The hydrogen balloons carry a 
number of hooks to be ensnared in the 
silken hide of the raider, thus insuring 
that the hair triggers on the bombs 
come in contact with 1£e gas bag. ' 


An extension of the Steinmetz plan 


contemplates a fleet of aeroplanes 
also carrying several of the bombs 
suspended on a long wire. It would 
be the object of the aeroplanes to get 
above the Zeppelins and drag the lines 
with the bombs directly across the 
huge bags.

LUMINOSITY IN NATURE 


MANY 
INSECTS 
AND 
PLANTS 


HAVE LIGHT-GIVING POWER. 


Lightning Meet Popular Among Pyre- 


technic Insects—Australian Pop- 


py Is the Most Remarkable 


of Luminous Plants. 


The lightning bug's mystery of 


light without heat is now alleged to 
be solved. A member of that earnest- 
headed colony of scientists at Woods 
Hole, Mass, has recently declared that 
the bug does its interior and exterior 
Illumination by eating certain sub- 
stances which supply it with phos- 
phorus. 


It is to be hoped that this is true 


so we may quit worrying about why 
the ligthning bug is lit up. 


Although the lightning bug is our 


most popular and common pyrotech- 
nic insect, there are many other in- 
sects and many forms of vegetable 
life which share in light-giving power 
of high and low degree. Under cer- 
tain conditions nasturtiums, dahlias, 
tuberoses and yellow lilies may be 
seen to glow with a bright radiance, 
varying in color and Intensity. Only 
those flowers that have an abundance 
of yellow or orange shades exhibit 
this phosphorescence. The best time to 
see the light is after dark, when the 
atmosphere is clear and dry- The 
light is sometimes steady, but often 
intermittent and flashing. 


Often, in the early fall, the ground 


will be iHuminated by the glow from 
the dead leaves 
The Australian pop- 


py is the most remarkable of all the 
luminous plants, for it has been found 
to send out a light of its own of quite 
notable brilliancy. 


Mushrooms growing on decayed 


wood often have a degree of brilliancy 
that, when they are placed on a news- 
paper, will enable one to read the 
words in their vicinity with no other 
light. One species of mushroom in 
Australia, 16 inches in diameter, was 
of such brilliancy that, when seen 
from a distance, its light frightened 
the natives. 


Crabs are notable light givers, and 


the salpa of California is the most 
wonderful of all. Bodies of water 20 
miles square have been seen glowing 
with them, and in Santa Catalina 
channel one naturalist reported that 
as far as the eye could see the crea- 
tures lay gleaming like gems in the 
sunlight. 
Many luminous frogs have 


been discovered from time to time, 
and any frog may be made luminous 
by inoculating it with certain bac- 
teria which produce this phenomenon. 


Many theories have been brought 


forward to explain the phenomenon 
of luminosity, but as yet little is 
known about it.

The first was the founding 
of a literary review, which 'quickly 
went under; the second the publica- 
tion of a volume of poems, which 
failed to attract attention, and the 
third the issue of a play, "La Princess 
Maleine," of which he printed just 25 
copies with his own hands and gave 
them away. A year later, says the 
London Chronicle, chance brought a 
copy of the play into the hands of M. 
Octave Mirbeau, who wrote a glow- 
ing eulogy of it in the Figaro, and 
Maeterlinck awoke one morning to 
find himself famous.

Roosevelt the “Youth” of the 
White House. 


Novel Defense Planned to “Get” 
the Zeppelins. 


Youngest Man Who Hat Been Inaugu­ 
rated as the Chief Executive of 
the United 8tates, Up to^ 


This Time. 


Hydrogen 
Balloons 
Carrying 
High 
Explosive Bombs Are to Be Used 
as a Protection Against the 
Dreaded Destroyers, 


In the discussion of available candi­ 
dates for the presidency of the United 
States there is usually a good deal 
said about age. 
The oldest of the 
presidents was William Henry Harri­ 
son. 
When he was inaugurated, In 
1841, he was sixty-eight years old, hav­ 
ing been born February 9, 1773, at 
Berkeley, Charles City county, Va. He 
died, of bilious pleurisy in Washington 
April 4, 1841, just one month after his 
inauguration, and was buried at North 
Bend, Hamilton county, O., that hav­ 
ing been his home. 


James 
Buchanan 
was 
sixty-five 
years old when inaugurated and he 
died at the age of seventy-seven, June 
1, 18 68. 


Zachary Taylor was sixty-four years 
old when inaugurated, and he died 
July 9, 1850, of bilious fever, at Wash­ 
ington, after a White House term of 
one year, four months and five days. 
He was sixty-five years old. 


John Adams was sixty-one when in­ 
stalled as president and died at the 
age of ninety. 
Andrew Jackson was 
sixty-one at inauguration and lived 
until his seventy-eighth year. 


James Monroe was among the "old” 
presidents, being fifty-eight at the 
time of his inauguration. 


George Washington was not among 
the “young” presidents, being fifty- 
seven years old when inaugurated. 
Jefferson, Madison and John Quincy 
Adams were of that age when in­ 
augurated. 


Dropping below the figures fifty- 
seven, one finds that the inauguration 
ages of the presidents were: Johnson, 
fifty-six; Wilson, fifty-six; Benjamin 
Harrison, fifty-five; Van Buren, fifty- 
four; Hayes, fifty-four; McKinley, fif- 
flfty-four; McKinley, fifty-four; Lin- 
ty-four; Lincoln, fifty-two; Tyler, fifty- 
one; Taft, fifty-one; Fillmore, fifty; 
Arthur, fifty. 


Roosevelt was the “youth” among 
the presidents, being Inaugurated at 
the age of forty-two. Grant was forty- 
six, Cleveland was forty-seven, Pierce 
was forty-eight and Garfield and Polk 
were forty-nine. 


Of the 
ex-presidents 
who 
have 
passed away, John Adams lived to the 
greatest age, ninety. Madison died at 
the age of eighty-five, Jefferson at 
eighty-three, John Quincy Adams at 
eighty, Van Buren at seventy-nine, 
Jackson at seventy-eight, Buchanan at 
seventy-seven, Fillmore at seventy- 
four, Cleveland at seventy-one and 
Hayes at seventy. 


An American with a German name 
is tho designer of a system of defense 
against Zeppelin attack, which is be­ 
ing tried out in both London and 
Paris. 
Literally, Joseph 
A. Stein 
metz of Philadelphia would mine the 
air against the monster dirigibles. 


When the war broke out and the 
menace of the Zeppelin first loomed, 
British officials coldly rejected Mr. 
Steinmetz's plans to mine the London 
fog against Zeppelins, but with a few 
raids on Paris and English coast 
cities, the Britishers hastily sent for 
the plans and now are said to be 
ready to give them a trial in case of 
another Zeppelin invasion*

To make an open window proof 
against further opening by intruders 
is the object of a little device that has 
Just been put upon the market. 
It 
consists of two pieces of metal sliding 
on each other and moved by a right 
and left screw; the ends of the pieces 
of metal are bent over at right angles 
and the bent-over part is covered with 
sharp points. 


The lower sash of a window is 
raised a few inches and this apparatus 
is put on top of it, the broad flange 
pressing against the inside of the win­ 
dow casing, the narrow flange against 
the upper sash. In most windows this 
narrow flange will jamb down between

LUMINOSITY IN NATURE DO YOU HAVE HAY FEVERÎ 


MANY 
INSECT8 
AND 
PLANT« 
HAVE LIGHT-QIVING POWER. 


Then Doubtless You Suffer Also From 
the Solicitous Friend—Cure« 
by Hearsay. 


Lightning Mott Popular Among Pyro­ 
technic Insects—Australian Pop­ 
py Is the Most Remarkable 
of Luminous Plants. 


The lightning bug’s mystery of 
light without heat is now alleged to 
be solved. A member of that earnest­ 
headed colony of scientists at Woods 
Hole, Mass, has recently declared that 
the bug does its interior and exterior 
Illumination by <*ating certain sub­ 
stances which supply it with phos­ 
phorus. 


It is to be hoped that this is true 
so we may quit worrying about why 
the ligthning bug is lit up. 


Although the lightning bug is our 
most popular and common pyrotech­ 
nic insect, there are many other in­ 
sects and many forms of vegetable 
life which share in light-giving power 
of high and low degree. 
Under cer­ 
tain conditions nasturtiums, dahlias, 
tuberoses and yellow lilies may be 
seen to glow with a bright radiance, 
varying in color and intensity. 
Only 
those flowers that have an abundance 
of yellow or orange shades exhibit 
this phosphorescence. The best time to 
see the light is after dark, when the 
atmosphere Is clear and dry. 
The 
light is sometimes steady, but often 
intermittent and flashing. 


Often, in the early fall, the ground 
will be IMuminated by the glow from 
the dead leaves 
The Australian pop­ 
py is the most remarkable of all the 
luminous plants, for it has been found 
to send out a light of its own of quite 
notable brilliancy. 


Mushrooms 
growing on 
decayed 
wood often have a degree of brilliancy 
that, when they are placed on a news­ 
paper, will enable one to read the 
words in their vicinity with no other 
light. 
One species of mushroom in 
Australia, 16 inches in diameter, was 
of such brilliancy that, when seen 
from a distance, its light frightened* 
the natives. 


Crabs are notable light givers, and 
the salpa of California is the most 
wonderful of all. 
Bodies of water 20 
miles square have been seen glowing 
with them, and in Santa Catalina 
channel one naturalist reported that 
as far as the eye could see the crea­ 
tures lay gleaming like gems in the 
sunlight. 
Many luminous frogs have 
been discovered from time to time, 
and any frog may be made luminous 
by inoculating it with certain bac­ 
teria which produce this phenomenon. 


Many theories have been brought 
forward to explain the phenomenon 
of luminosity, but as yet little 
Is 
known about it.

Bombs In Position. 


don and Paris if the Steinmetz plan is 
adopted in its entirety. The balloons 
will be held by a fine but strong wire, 
weighing but four pounds to the mile, 
and having a tensile strength of 120 
pounds. The wires will be controlled 
by windlasses. 
The raiding airships, 
sighted by a lookout, will be permit­ 
ted to come almost within range of the 
hydrogen balloons. 
Then, when too 
late for the Zeppelins to turn back, 
scores and hundreds of the bomb car­ 
rying balloons will be released. 
As 
the Zeppelins are 900 feet long, they 
would have a hard time in escaping 
one or more of the bombs. 


Each bomb is surrounded by a ring 
of hair triggers and the slightest touch 
will cause an explosion which would 
undoubtedly ignite the gas in the Zep­ 
pelin. The hydrogen balloons carry a 
number of hooks to be ensnared in the 
silken hide of the raider, thus insuring 
that the hair triggers on the bombs 
come in contact with 1¿ie gas bag. 


An extension of the Steinmetz plan 
contemplates a fleet of aeroplanes 
also carrying several of the bombs 
suspended on a long wire. 
It would 
be the object of the aeroplanes to get 
above the Zeppelins and drag the lines 
with the bombs directly across the 
huge bags.

After striking young Esslinger Da­ 
vis turned a somersault in the air and 
fell at full length on the ground. The 
shock stunned him temporarily, but 
he soon regained his feet, while his 
Companion required assistance to get 
home. 


Curious Indian Game Traps. 


The discovery of the manner in 
which the prehistoric Indians of the 
southwest obtained their meat supply 
was made recently by Washington 
scientists 
during 
an 
investigation 
around the plateau of the Pajarika 
park, near Santa Fe, where a number 
of game traps were found. 


It is believed that the discovery of 
these traps indicates that the south­ 
western Indian of prehistoric times 
was far more intelligent than his 
brother of the North, 


The traps aré holes cut In lava rock 
at places where the poisonous gases 
make their way through to the sur­ 
face. 
They are ingeniously arranged 
to suggest a cavern In which an ani­ 
mal may hide. 


Animals running from their foes see 
one of these traps and dive into it. 
Almost instantly they are suffocated 
by the gas. 
This manner of death 
loes not destroy their value as food. 


Maeterlinck’s Failures. 


M. Maurice Maeterlinck began his 
literary career with three apparent 
failures. 
The first was the founding 
ot a literary review, which quickly 
went under; the second the publica­ 
tion of a volume of poems, which 
failed to attract attention, and the 
third the issue of a play, “La Princess 
Maleine,” of which he printed just 25 
copies with his own hands and gave 
them away. 
A year later, says the 
London Chronicle, chance brought a 
copy of the play into the hands of M. 
Octave Mirbeau, who wrote a glow­ 
ing eulogy of it in the Figaro, and 
Maeterlinck awoke one morning to 
find himself famous. 


Peeling Onions for Living.

METHOD USED BY BOY SCOUTS 


Employs Far More Efficient Plan of 


Artificial Respiration Than the 


Old-Fashioned Practice. 


The competent Boy Scout can give 


the 
average 
bystander 
practical 


demonstration in the resuscitation of 
the apparently drowned these days. 
And he doesn't subject the victim to 
the risk of dislocated arms or frac- 
tured ribs in the effort either, for the 
Boy Scout is taught a simpler, more 
easily applied and far more efficient 
method of artificial respiration than 
the old-fashioned practice of working 
the subject's arms and pressing on 
the ribs. 


Of course, a pulmotor would be a 


fine thing to use if one were at hand, 
but meanwhile every one should know 
and be ready in an emergency to ap- 
ply the method of artificial respira- 
tion used by Boy Scouts, writes Wil- 
liam Brady, M. D., in Chicago News. 


It is performed as follows: 
Place the subject prone on the 


ground or on any flat surface—that 
is to say, "on his stomach"—with the 
palms of Ms hands on the ground be- 
side his head and his face turned to 
the right or left. Now kneel beside or 
astride his hips and press directly 
downward upon the lower ribs above 
the small of the back, by simply rock- 
ing the weight of your body forward 
on your rigid armsT This movement 
forces air (and water if there be any) 
out of the subject's chest. The next 
movement is still easier—simply re- 
lease your pressure and lean back and 
wait a few-seconds; the natural elas- 
ticity of the chest will then cause suf- 
ficient rebound or expansion to draw 
in fresh air. 


Repeat this maneuver at the rate of 


eighteen or less times per minute by 
the watch, and you may be sure that 
no other known means, unless it be 
the pulmotor machine, will offer the 
drowned person such good chances of 
recovery. Never jjive up your efforts 
within half an hour, no matter how 
hopeless the case may seem. 


Seme of Them Are Interesting, Pa- 


thetic, and Some Amusing — Col- 


lege Professor Gives Result of 


His Investigations. 


What is the most beautiful word in 


the English language? A college pro- 
fessor, who has been teaching for a 
number of years, has collected some 
interesting facts concerning the pref- 
erences that schoolgirls and school- 
boys entertain for certain words. He 
has made the experiment with some 
20 classes, all the way from an un- 
graded class in a country school to 
the senior class in college. 


At the conclusion of a recitation the

The 
following words received one vote 
each: "Grandpa," "vesper," "moon- 
light," "hope," "rose," hyacinth," "an- 
gel," "music" and "swimmin' hole." 


Of the remaining 14, one, a response 


from a very bright boy, puzzled the 
professor. 
That boy wrote "cellar 


door." "When asked about It, he pro- 
nounced it "cellah doah," and ex- 
plained, "Oh, it just sounds pretty."' 


The other 13 ballots, all for the 


same -word, amused and perplexed the 
professor. They -were all handed it at 
the same time from a class of 29 
healthy, growing, hard-working coun- 
try boys. There was, the teacher in- 
sists, no opportunity for collusion. The 
ballot was taken silently. Each bal- 
lot was then folded and dropped into 
a hat that the teacher asked one of 
the boys to pass around.

OUTLINE OF A PORCH SWING 


Rail Is Arranged at Top to Enclose 
Persons Who Are Sitting in It-— 
How It Is Made. 


The seat of the swing consists of a 
board, 30 inches long. 14 inches wide, 
and one inch thick, with holes bored 
in each corner for the ropes. The rail 
at the top is made of four oak pieces, 
two of them 30 inches long, for the 
sides, and the other two 18 inches 
long, foY the ends; all three inches 
wide and %inch thick. 
The ends of 
these pieces are finished rounding, 
and holes are bored in them for the 
supporting ropes. 
The supports for 
the rails consist of four pieces of 
%-inch pipe, 15 inches long. The ropes

are run through the holes in the ends 
of the rails, down through the pipes 
and through the holes in the seat 
board, where they are knotted. 


A rope tied to a convenient post or 
screw hook makes a handy way to 
give motion by pulling, writes Ward 
M. Wills of Bakersfield, Cal., in Popu­ 
lar Mechanics. To get into the swing, 
raise one of the side rails on the 
rope. 


METHOD USED BY BOY SCOUTS 


Employs Far More Efficient Plan of 
Artificial Respiration Than the 
Old-Fashioned Practice. 


The competent Boy Scout can give 
the 
average 
bystander 
practical 
demonstration in the resuscitation of 
the apparently drowned these days. 
And he doesn’t subject the victim to 
the risk of dislocated arms or frac­ 
tured ribs in the effort either, for the 
Boy Scout is taught a simpler, more 
easily applied and far more efficient 
method of artificial respiration than 
the old-fashioned practice of working 
the subject’s arms and pressing on 
the ribs. 


Of course, a pulmotor would be a 
fine thing to use if one were at hand, 
but meanwhile every one should know 
and be ready in an emergency to ap­ 
ply the method of artificial respira­ 
tion used by Boy Scouts, writes Wil­ 
liam Brady, M. D., in Chicago News. 


It is performed as follows: 
Place the subject prone on the 
ground or on any flat surface—that 
is to say, “on his stomach“—with the 
palms of his hands on the ground be­ 
side his head and his face turned to 
the right or left. Nov/ kneel beside or 
astride his hips and press directly 
downward upon the lower ribs above 
the small of the back, by simply rock­ 
ing tho weight of your body forward 
on your rigid arms* This movement 
forces air (and water if there be any) 
out of the subject's chest. 
The next 
movement is still easier—simply re­ 
lease your pressure and lean back and 
wait a few seconds; the natural elas­ 
ticity of the chest will then cause suf­ 
ficient rebound or expansion to draw 
in fresh air. 


Repeat this maneuver at the rate of 
eighteen or less times per minute by 
the watch, and you may be sure that 
no other known means, unless it be 
the pulmotor machine, will offer the 
drowned person such good chances of 
recovery. 
Never give up your efforts 
within half an hour, no matter how 
hopeless the case may seem.

plained, “Oh, it just sounds pretty.” 


The other 13 ballots, all for the 
same word, amused and perplexed the 
professor. They were all handed it at 
the same time from a class of 29 
healthy, growing, hard-working coun­ 
try boys. 
There was, the teacher in­ 
sists, no opportunity for collusion. The 
ballot was taken silently. 
Each bal­

paign for cheap money, warehouse facilities and a f*1*»- 
cial system adapted to the business of famine. The

On Financial Farm Loans 


Every citizen who desires to become capable la 


business should study banking, and every farmer who 
wants to see the business of agriculture properly financed 
should study diligently the fmarcial systems of other indus- 
tries. All other lines of industry have developed financial 
facilities adapted to their needs. We have all sorts of 
financial syndicates authorized by law or custom to deal 
in a certain line of securities, but in none of these finan- 
cial channels will farm securities travel without a bonus 
in the way of an excessive rate of interest or heavy dis- 
counts. 


The most powerful financial institutions in America 


are private banks and they are the most important to 
the financial life of industry. In no line of business does 


lionesty, efficiency and stability make more imperative demands than upon 
private bankers, whose greatest ass-at is the confidence of the buying public 
in his business judgment and integrity. Mr. Otto Kahn of Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany, when asked to state the relation of the private banker to the business 
of the nation, said in part: 


"One of the most important functions of the private banker is to be the 


instrument for providing the money needed for the efficient conduct and 
development of railroads and other industries. 
He does this by buying 


securities in bulk from those needing capital, for which purpose he usually 
associates himself with-a large number of other financial houses, great and 
sma^l, thus forming what is called a syndicate. Having in this way concluded 
the tfuying transaction he offers to the public the securities purchased by 
means of advertising, circularizing and through the facilities of the retail 
houses Included in the syndicate, msny of whom employ traveling salesmen- 
Of course the hanker and the syndicate count on a reasonable profit for their 
services; on the other hand they run tbe risk of the securities, which they 
have definitely bought and paid for at a fixed price, remaining on their hands 
wholly, or in part, if the public, for one reason or another, should be unwil- 
ling to buy them. The selling of securities is a highly specialized trade, 
requiring much experience, organization, machinery and scrutiny. This is 
one of the reasoas why corporations do better in offering securities to the 
public through bankers than if they offered them direct. "The willingness 
of the public to buy depends upon their confidence.in the integrity and the 
judgment of the banker who makes the offer, and a banker who attempts to 
mislead the public, or who is deficient'in ,care or judgment, would very soon 
find- himself without customers and, therefore, out of busiriess. 
In many 


European countries, the functions of the private banker include the placing 
of bonds secured by farm mortgages. Bonds of this nature are issued in 
large quantities by mortgage banks who buy mortgages on farms and other 
real estate and deposit them as security for their own bonds, which in their 
turn are sold to bankers. It is to be hoped that similar institutions will, 
in course of time, be created in America, thus placing the farming industry 
on a par with other important industries in facilities to obtain capital."

On Cotton As Contraband. 


Hon. R. C. Duff, one of the highest authorities on 


International law in the nation and one of the most 
capable citizens in the United States, when asked to 
investigate the exporting of cotton and interpret the 
laws of nations on this subject for the American plow- 
man, said fn part: 
"Article 28 of the Declaration of London reads as 


^follows: "-"The following may not be declared contra- 
band of war: 
(1) raw cotton, wool, silk, etc.' 
Great 


Britain is not only a signatory of the Declaration of 
London, but in fact called the conference a?!d insisted 
upon the.inclusion of raw cotton on the list of absolute 


Under this declaration, which was subscribed to by all the 


maritime nations, we have a right absolutely to ship cotton, not only to 
neutral ports of Europe, but to Germany and Austria .themselves. Humanity 
.jShudders at the thought of the death of the splendid Americans who went 
down on the Lusitania, but humanity would have more cause for shuddering 
If it could have presented to it in some similarly striking and dramatic way 
the woe, sorrow and suffering that will be occasioned to multiplied thou- 
sands of men, women and children in the Southern states as a result of 
cotton being forced down to starvation prices. 


"The reason why cotton does not command 18 or 20 cents per round Is 


*imply because Great Britain has a naval \strangle hold on our shipments 
and, therefore, on the world supply. England sen-is her ships of war out 
into the open seas, captures American cotton, no matter to whom the same 
may be destined, 'carries it into British ports, sets up prize courts of her 
own nomination, which prize, courts, of course, are operating ia her favor 
and which, under such circumstances, after whatever delay they elect to Im- 
pose, assess the damages of the Anerican shipper at whatever price they see 
fit and then, after having by such process 'bought* our cotton, she avail* 
ierself of the extraordinary high prices existing on the continents* Europe, 
produced In part by her diversion of our shipments., 10 resell it at a profit. 
The American shipper has no recourse except to the government- The acts 
of Great Britain, referred to, according to the well-recognized principle of 
International law, constitute war against the United States. 


"This grievance is now of many months standing and the South!» about 


to bring to market another great crop of cotton. Under such circumstances 
one would expect that our government, without prompting, would know per- 
fectly well how to deal with acts on the part of tha British government, 
amounting to warfare against our trade and country. 


"It is not necessary for us to resort to war against Great Britain in re- 


taliation. A simple, adequate and obvious remedy would be for the presidnnt 
to advise Great Britain that unless she-respects the law of nations as regards 
our foreign commerce, he will call en congress to adopt a resolution forbid* 


, the exportation Q| aims and munitions of war to foreign countries."

Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution of

Section 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 


and House 'of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
Js proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nino of the 


Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, townshio, school district, 
or otlier municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum unon the 
asst-sscd value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof nt a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by lav^; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
teed by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any owe 
time, uiion such valuation, tficcept that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land-to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of Vv-harvcs and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by eaid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to tht 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt cr debts, and the annual in- 
stallments ;,;cc^cary for .the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, rr.^r be excluded in 
ascertaining the power of U-.o c:ty and 
county of Philadelphia to become other- 
wire indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that it shall 
read as follows:— 


Section S. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any sucli»municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law; 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and his not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increa.se the same three per 
centum in the aggresate.»at r.ny one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum in ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement of subways, tun- 
nels.s railways, elevated railways, and oth- 
er transit facilities: for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for tho reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of wharves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by sa!d 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election,jto be held in 
such manner as shall be prjfrided by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said > city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be -excluded from tne calcula- 
tion a credit, where the work resulting 
from any vrevious expenditure, for any 
one or mor» of the specific purposes here- 
inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue; 
the amount of which credit shall te as- 
certained by capitalizing the annual net 


revenue during the year Immediately pre- 
ceding the time of such ascertainment 
Such capitalization shall be accomplish- 
ed by ascertaining the principal amount 
which would yield such annual, current 
net revenue, at the average rate of In- 
terest, and sinking-fund charges payable 
upon the indebtedness incurred by said 
:ity for such purposes, up to the time of 
ouch ascertainment. The method of de- 
termining such amount, so to be exr .uded 
or allowed as a credit, may be prescribed 
by the General Assembly. 


In incurring indebtedness, for any one. 


or more of said purposes of construction, 
improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may issue its obligations ma- 
turing not later than fifty years from the 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sufficient to retire said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to such sinking- 
fund to be in equal or graded annual in« 
stalments. Such obligations may be in an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
include the amount of the interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout the period 
of construction and until the expiration 
o* one year after the completion of the 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
have been Incurred; and said city shall 
not be required to levy a tax to pay said 
interest and sinking-fund charges, as re- 
quired by section ten of article nine of 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of sai-l period of one year 
after the completion of such work.

ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
the creation and collection of indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts s.s may be designated 
by tho LcT-sl-itu'/D, ana by tlio establish- 
ment of suwh r.c~- c;uits £o :nay be ucem- 
ed necessary- In matters arising in and 
under the operation of such system, judi- 
cial powers, •with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. Such laws may provide for 
continuing the registering, transferring. 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties.

is involved and a ruler whoso scepter turns the fleecy fiber into gold. A king 
at whose loom nature weaves, and an imperial potentate at whose shrine 
millions kneel and sing his praise. Strike for your home, your family and 
your country by joining the union and becoming a part of the great eco­ 
nomic force that is uplifting this state and nation. The Farmers’ union is 
the plowman’s hope. Without organization he can neither help himself nor 
be helped by others, and through organization he is all-powerful. 


“We have just passed through the greatest slaughter in crop prices ever 
known in the history of the cotton industry. The loss to the southern planter 
last year was greater than that of the freeing of the slaves during the Civil 
war, and the European conflict is by no means over. The phantom of low 
prices that hovers around every cotton field in Texas ought to encourage the 
farmers to deeds of commercial valor. Look upon the face of your babe in 
the cradlo; look upon the wojnaii who stands by yonr side, then look your 
own destiny squarely in the face. 
Lay aside the petty differences that so 
easily beset you, awaken from the lethargy of indifference that steeps your 
senses in poverty and arouse thoughts from their dumb cradles and be up and 
doing with a determination that wins, and rally around the union, for than 
is no other road to success exccpt through organization*”

C)n Financial Farm Loans 


Every citizen who desires to become capable la 
business should study banking, and every farmer who 
wants to see the business of agriculture properly financed 
should study diligently the financial systems of other indus­ 
tries. All other lines of industry have developed financial 
facilities adapted to their needs. 
We have all sorts of 
financial syndicates authorized by law or custom to deal 
in a certain line of securities, but in none of these finan­ 
cial channels will farm securities travel without a bonus 
in the way of an excessive rate of interest or heavy dis­ 
counts. 


The most powerful financial institutions in America 
are private banks and they are the most important to 
the financial life of industry, in no line of business does 
honesty, efficiency and stability make more imperative demands than upon 
private bankers, whose greatest asset is the confidence of the buying publlo 
in his business judgment and integrity. Mr. Otto Kahn of Kuhn, Loeb & Com­ 
pany, when asked to state the relation of the private banker to the business 
of the nation, said in part: 


"One of the most important functions of the private banker is to be th# 
instrument for providing the money needed for the efficient conduct and 
development of railroads and other industries. 
He does this by buying 
securities in bulk from those needing capital, for which purpose he usually 
associates himself with *a large number of other financial houses, great and 
sma‘1, thus forming what is called a syndicate. Having in this way concluded 
the Buying transaction he offers to the public the securities purchased by 
means of advertising, circularizing and through the facilities of the retail 
houses included in the syndicate, many of whom employ traveling salesmen 
Of course the banker and the syndicate count on a reasonable profit for their 
services; on the other hand they run the risk of the securities, which they 
have definitely bought and paid for at a fixed price, remaining on their hands 
wholly, or in part, if the public, for one reason or another, should be unwil­ 
ling to buy them. 
The selling of securities is a highly specialized trade, 
requiring much experience, organization, machinery and scrutiny. 
This is 
one of the reasons why corporations do better in offering securities to the 
public through bankers than if they offered them direct. 
The willingness 
of the public to buy depends upon their confidence in the integrity and the 
judgment of the banker who makes the offer, and a banker who attempts to 
mi&lead the public, or who is deficient in care or judgment, would very soon 
find himself without customers and, therefore, out of business. 
In many 
European countries, the functions of the private banker include the placing 
of bonds secured by farm mortgages. 
Bonds of this nature are issued in 
large quantities by mortgage banks who buy mortgages on farms and other 
real estate and deposit them as security for their own bonds, which in their 
turn are sold to bankers. 
It is to be hoped that similar institutions will, 
in course of time, be created in America, thus placing the farming industry 
on a par with other important industries in facilities to obtain capital.”

R. C. Duff 


On Cotton As Contraband. 


Hon. R, C. Duff, one of the highest authorities on 
International law in the nation and one of the most 
capable citizens in the United States, when asked to 
investigate the exporting of cotton and interpret tho 
laws of nations on this subject for the American plow­ 
man, said fn part; 


“Article 28 of the Declaration of London reads as 
follows: "’The following may not be declared contra­ 
band of war: 
(1) raw cotton, wool, silk, etc/ 
Great 
Britain is not only a signatory of the Declaration of 
London, but in fact called the conference and insisted 
upon the inclusion of raw cotton on the list of absolute 
non-contraband. Under this declaration, which was subscribed to by all the 
maritime nations, we have a right absolutely to ship cotton, not only to 
neutral ports of Europe, but to Germany and Austria themselves. Humanity 
,shudders at the thought of the death of the splendid Americans who went 
down on the Lusitania, but humanity would have more cause for shuddering 
if it could have presented to it in some similarly striking and dramatic way 
the woe, sorrow and suffering that will be occasioned to multiplied thou­ 
sands of men, women and children in the Southern states as a result of 
.cotton being forced down to starvation prices. 


•'The reason why cotton docs not command 18 or 20 cents per pound is 
•imply because Great Britain has a naval .strangle hold on our shipments 
and, therefore, on the world supply. 
PJnglsnd seirls her ships of war out 
into the open seas, captures American cotton, no matter to whom the same 
may be destined, carries it into British ports, sets up prize courts of her 
own nomination, which prize courts, of course, are operating in her favor 
and which, under such circumstances, after whatever delay they elect to im­ 
pose, assess the damages of the American shipper at whatever price they see 
fit and then, after having by such process ‘bought* our cotton, she avails 
lierself of t\ie extraordinary high prices existing on the continent of Europe, 
produced in part by her diversion of our shipments., to resell it at a profit* 
American shipper has no recourse except to the government. The acts 
of Great Britain, referred to, according to the well-recognized principle of 
International law, constitute war against tho United States, 


“This grievance is now of many months standing and the South is about 
to bring to market another great crop of cotton. Under such circumstances 
one would expect that our government, without prompting, would know per­ 
fectly well how to deal with acts on the part of tb# British government, 
amounting to warfare against our trade and country. 


"It is not necessary for us to resort to war against Great Britain in re­ 
taliation. A simple, adequate an.d obvious remedy would be lor the presidnnt 
to advise Great Britain that unless she respects the law of nations as regards 
our foreign commerce, he will calJ cn congress to adopt a resolution forbid* 
tfiag the exportation g| arms and munitions oi war to foreign countries”

Be It resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania In General Assembly met, 
That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania bo. and tho 
same !s hereby, proposed, in accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section one of article eight, which 
reads as follows: 


1‘Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing the follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as the General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


“First. Ho shall have been a citizen of 
the Unit oil States at least ono month. 


•’Second. He shall have resided in the 
Stato one year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, ho shall have removed there­ 
from and, retuYned, then six months) im­ 
mediately* preceding tho election. 


"Third, 
lie shall have resided in the 
election district where he shall offe^ to 
vote at least two months immediately pre­ 
ceding the election. 


*'Fourth. 
If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, ho shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at leant one month bo- 
foro tho election,*’ bo amended so that tho 
saino shall read as follows: 


Section J. Every citizen, male or female, 
of twenty-ono years of age, possessing the 
following qualifications, shall bo entitled 
to voto at all elections, subject, however» 
to such law» requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as tho General As­ 
sembly may enact: 


First. Ho or she shall have been a citi­ 
zen of tho United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided In 
tho Stato ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualificvl elector or native-born cit­ 
izen of tho State, ho or sho shall have re­ 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec­ 
tion. 


Third. lie or sho shall have resided in 
tho elcoHon district where ho or sho shall 
offer to vote at l:*ast two months imme­ 
diately preceding tho election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upward«, he or «lie shall liave paid within 
two y*sr3 a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month be­ 
fore tho election. 


Fifth. Wherever tho words “lie/* Mhls,M 
••him,*' and “himself* oer*ur in any sec­ 
tion of rrtie’e VIII of this Constitution 
tho s'!me shall ho construed as if written, 
respectively, “he or she,** “his or her," 
“him or hrtr,“ and “himself or herself.“

A JOrNT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Bo it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to tho Con­ 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, In accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“Section tS. 
The debt of any county, 
city, borough, townshlo, school district, 
or oth^r municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in­ 
crease its Indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now cxceeds seven per con turn of 
such assessid valuation, may be author­ 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, </xcopt that 
any dobt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
tho construction and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of JandHo be used In the con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yieJd to tlu 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of tho interest on 
said debt cr debts, and the annual in­

of said debt or debts, ir+zy bo excluded in 
ascertaining tho power of th? c*ty and 
county of Philadelphia to b ..jm e other- 
who indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab­ 
lished and maintained,“ so that it shall 
read as follows;—* 


Uoci.on S. Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
cued seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of tho taxable property therein, 
nor shall any sucIl*municipality or dis­ 
trict Jncjur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law; 
but any city, tho debt of which on the 
iirst day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and lias not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may bo authorized 
by law to Increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate,*at any one time, 
upon such valuation, '/'he cjiy of Phila­ 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to tho extent of three per centum in ex­ 
cess of seven per ecntum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation for tho spetillc purpose 
of providing for all or any of tho follow­ 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc­ 
tion and improvement of subways, tun­ 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth­ 
er transit facilities; for tho construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of wharves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of tho electors 
thereof at a public election. £to be held in 
such manner as shall be pi if ided by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said # city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there Shall be excluded from tne calcula­ 
tion a credU, where the work resulting 
from any i*revious expenditure, for any 
one or mor* of the specific purposes here­ 
inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue; 
the amount of which credit shall be as­ 
certained by capituJUing the annual nit 


revenue during the year immediately pre­ 
ceding the time of such ascertainment. 
Such capitalization shall be accomplish­ 
ed by ascertaining the principal amount 
which would yield such annual, current 
net revenue, at the average rato of In­ 
terest, and sinking-fund charges payable 
upon the indebtedness Incurred by said 
2lty for such purposes, up to tho timo of 
such ascertainment. 
The method of de­ 
termining such amount, so to be ex oded 
or allowed as a credit, may bo prescribed 
by tho General Assembly. 


In incurring Indebtedness, for any one, 
or more of said purposes of construction, 
improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may Issue its obligation« ma­ 
turing not later than fifty years from the 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sufficient to retire said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to such sinking- 
fund to be in equal or graded annual in* 
stalmcnts. Such obligations may bo in an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
include the amount of tho interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout tho period 
of construction and until the expiration 
of one year after tho completion of the 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
have been Incurred; and said city shall 
not bo required to levy a tax to pay said 
interest and sinking-fund charges, as iv- 
qulred by section ten of article nine of 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of sail period of ono year 
after tho completion of such work.

SERVING COLD MEATS. 


During the hot months, when the ap- 


petite needs a little toning up. the 


following 
salmon 


dish will be espe- 
cially good: 


Spiced 
Salmon. 


—Boil a can of sal- 
mon 30 minutes, 
take out. drain oB 
the oil, turn fish 
on a platter, pick 


out the bones and skin, sprinkle with 
salt, pepper and cover with cold vin- 
egar; add a few cloves, a Jew allspice 
and stand in a cold place several 
hours. Then drain and serve on let- 
tuce. 


Liver Pudding (Old Georgia Style). 


—Take a hog's liver, half a hog's head, 
two red peppers and one onion. Cut 
the pepper and onion in small pieces 
and tie in a small cheesecloth with a 
little sage: season with salt and drop 
into the kettle with the boiling meat. 
When tender, remove from the kettle 
and when cool take out the bone and 
gristle; set aside in a mold. Add two 
or three hard-cooked eggs at intervals 
to mase it more attractive when 
sliced. 


Spiced 
Beef 
Tongue.—Wash 
and 


trim a fresh beef tongue, drop into 
boiling water with a teaspoonful of 
salt, a pepper pod, and simmer until 
the tongue is tender. Cool, peel and 
put into a clean saucepan; add four 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, a tablespoon- 
ful each of allspice and cloves, both 
ground, a cupful of water and half a 
cupful of cider vinegar. Simmer un- 
til the liquor is evaporated, turning 
the tongue often to season well. Chill 
on ice and serve cut ia thin slices 
garnished with lemon and parsley. 


Any bits of cold meat, from chicken 


to mutton, if no more than a cupful, 
will make a most appetizing dish if 
these directions are followed: Cut two 
or three potatoes very thin, put into 
the bottom of a buttered baking dish, 
"over with a cupful of meat and any 
gravy, or, if none, a little water, with 
beef extract, two tablespoonfuls of 
shredded onion and a cupful or two of 
tomatoes over all. Bake an hour, or 
until the potatoes are tender, then 
sprinkle the top with a few cooked 
peas and serve from the dish. Add 
seasonings of salt and pepper. 


SOMETHING ABOUT BREADS. 


With good bread or rolls for her 


table the housewife may laugh at un- 


expected company, for 
without these nothing, 
however fine, will make 
a pleasant meaL 


Raisin Bread. — Place a 


pint of milk and a pint 
of water in a saucepan 
ant" bring to the boil- 
ing point; cool until 
lukewarm, then add a 
cake of yeast, dissolved 


in a half cupful of lukewarm wa- 
ter, 
add 
four 
cupfuls 
of 
flour 


and a teaspoonful of sugar, beat well 
and let stand to rise. When very light 
add a half cupful of sugar, a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, two eggs and a cupful of raisins. 
Knead with flour enough to handle 
well, form into loaves and bake when 
the loaves are more than double in 
bulk. Bake 45 minutes. 


Coffee Cake. — To make the sponge, 


take a cupful of milk, two teaspoon- 
fuls of sugar, a half yeast cake, dis- 
solved in a fourth of a cupful of wa- 
ter, two cupfuls of flour. Beat well 
and let stand until light, or better 
overnight, then add a half cupful of 
melted butter, a half cupful of sugar, 
two beaten eggs, a teaspoonful of salt 
and a half cupful of milk with three 
or four cupfuls of flour to make a 
dough to knead. Let rise again until 
light, spread with softened butter. 
sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon, and 
when light bake in a moderate oven. 


Tea Rolls. — Add two cupfuls of flour 


to a cupful of scalded milk when it is 
lukewarm, beat well and add a yeast 
cake softened in a quarter of a cupful 
of water. 
When well risen, add a 


fourth of a cupful of melted butter, a 
teaspoonful of salt, two eggs, a grat- 
ing of nutmeg, add two more cupfuls 
of flour. Knead well and let rise in 
a warm place. Shape into small rolls, 
put into a buttered pan and set to 
rise, well covered. Bake in a hot oven 
15 minutes. 


Nut Cakes. — Beat two eggs and stir 


into them a cupful of light brown 
sugar and two tablesponfuls of flour. 
Add a cupful of nut meats chopped 
fine. Spread the mixture in a very 
thin layer on a well-greased tin and 
bake ten minutes or until lightly 
browned.

During the hot months, when the ap- 
petito needs a little toning up, the

Liver Pudding (Old Georgia Style). 


—Take a hog’s liver, half a hog’s head, 
two red peppers and one onion. 
Cut 
the pepper and onion in small pieces 
and tie in a small cheesecloth with a 
little sage; season with salt and drop 
into tho kettle with the boiling meaL 
When tender, remove from the kettle 
and when cool take out the bone and 
gristle; sot aside in a mold. Add two 
or three hard-cooked eggs at intervals 
to mace it more attractive 
w'hen 
sliced. 


Spiced 
Beef 
Tongue.—Wash 
and 
trim a fresh beef tongue, drop Into 
boiling water with a teaspoonful of 
salt, a peppnr pod, and simmer until 
tho tongue is tender. 
Cool, peel and 
put into a clean saucepan; add four 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, a tablespoon- 
ful each of allspice and cloves, both 
ground, a cupful of water and half a 
cupful of cider vinegar. 
Simmer un­ 
til the liquor is evaporated, turning 
the tongue often to season well. Chill 
on ice and serve cut in thin slices 
garnished with lemon and parsley. 


Any bits of cold meat, from chicken 
to mutton, if no more than a cupful, 
will make a most appetizing dish if 
these directions are followed: Cut two 
or three potatoes very thin, put into 
the bottom of a buttered baking dish, 
cover with a cupful of meat and any 
gravy, or, if none, a little water, with 
beef extract, two tablespoonfuls of 
shredded onion and a cupful or two of 
tomatoes over all. 
Bake an hour, or 
until the potatoes are tender, then 
sprinkle the top with a few cooked 
peas and serve from the dish. 
Add 
seasonings of salt and pepper. 


SOMETHING ABOUT BREADS. 


With good bread or rolls for her 
table the housewife may laugh at un­ 
expected company, for 
without these nothing, 
however fine, will make 
a pleasant meal. 


Raisin Bread.—Place a 
pint of milk and a pint 
of water in a saucepan 
ant' bring to tho boil­ 
ing 
point; 
cool 
until 
lukowarm, then add a 
cake of yeast, dissolved 
in a half cupful of lukewarm wa­ 
ter, 
add 
four 
cupfuls 
of 
flour 
and a teaspoonful of sugar, beat well 
and let stand to rise. When very light 
add a half cupful of sugar, a teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter, two eggs and a cupful of raisins. 
Knead with flour enough to handle 
well, form into loaves and bake when 
tho loaves are moro than double in 
bulk. 
Bake 45 minutes. 


Coffee Cake.—To make the sponge, 
take a cupful of milk, two teaspoon­ 
fuls of sugar, a half yeast cake, dis­ 
solved in a fourth of a cupful of wa­ 
ter, two cupfuls of flour. 
Beat well 
and let stand until light, or better 
overnight, then add a half cupful of 
melted butter, a half cupful of sugar, 
two beaten eggs, a teaspoonful of salt 
and a half cupful of milk with three 
or four cupfuls of flour to make a 
dough to knead. 
Let rise again until 
light, spread with softened butter, 
sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon, and 
when light bake in a moderate oven. 


Tea Rolls.—Add two cupfuls of flour 
to a cupful of scalded milk when it is 
lukewarm, beat well and add a yeast 
cake softened in a quarter of a cupful 
of water. 
When well risen, add a 
fourth of a cupful of melted butter, a 
teaspoonful of salt, two eggs, a grat­ 
ing of nutmeg, add two more cupfuls 
of flour. 
Kneod well and let rise in 
a warm place. Shape into small roils, 
put into a buttered pan and set to 
rise, well covered. Bake in a hot oven 
15 minutes. 


Nut Cakes.—Beat two eggs and stir 
into them a cupful.of light brown 
sugar and two tablesponfuls of flour. 
Add a cupful of nut meats chopped 
fine. 
Spread the mixture in a very 
thin layer on a well-greased tin and 
bake ten minutes or until lightly 
browned.
